Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Because the amendment has not been entered, 
the arguments regarding the gases fed through the varioius tubes and nozzles are moot. Furthermore, the applicant argues that the art of 
Komine lacks two shells. As already mentioned in the final rejection, Komine teaches an annular tube for supplying hydrogen with nozzles 
located in the annular space for supplying oxygen. Komine also teaches the cross-sectional area one should use when employing an 
annular ring with nozzles. Komine was not used to teach two shells with nozzles, especially since Kamiya has already disclosed it is 
known in the art to have such a burner. Also, the applicant argues that Komine is directed to the removal of chlorine from silica glass and 
is not related to the art of Kamiya. This is not true since Komine teaches a burner that manufactures silica glass through combustion and 
reaction, similar to Kamiya. Lastly, Roba was used to teach a burner with a tubular jacket. 
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
